Starting Jan. 1, all bass and walleye fish- 
ing tournaments, as well as competitive 
fishing events targeting muskellunge, must 
be registered in the DNR’s Michigan Fish- 


ing Tournament Information System, avail- 


able online. These events must report their 
results, too. 

The inclusion of walleye and muskie 
adds to the statewide registration and re- 
porting requirements for bass fishing tour- 
naments that have been in place since 2016. 

Tournament and event directors are re- 
quired to register and report using the 


Fishing Tournament Information System. 
The DNR has worked the last 10 months to 
overhaul the system in order to accommo- 
date the new requirements. That system 
now is operational and currently accepting 
2019 registrations. 

“This is an important step in gaining a 
better understanding of what competitive 
walleye and muskellunge fishing means to 
angling, conservation and Michigan’s econ- 
omy,” said Tom Goniea, a fisheries biologist 
and the DNR’s tournament fishing special- 
ist. “To date, the Fishing Tournament Infor- 


mation System has been a tremendous suc- 
cess, receiving more than 2,000 bass tourna- 
ment registrations and reports. We expect a 
smooth transition to include a couple hun- 
dred annual walleye and muskellunge 
events.”

Wayne County resident charged in bull elk poaching 


VANDERBILT - A 60-year-old Taylor res- 
ident has been charged with the illegal 
killing of a bull elk, after an investigation 
by Michigan Department of Natural Re- 
sources conservation officers and police in 
Otsego County. 

The incident occurred Saturday, south of 
Vanderbilt. 

The name of the man is not being re- 
leased pending his arraignment in Otsego 
County District Court. The charge is a mis- 
demeanor punishable by up to 180 days in 
jail and a fine of $2,000. 

In addition, mandatory penalties include 
$5,000 restitution for the animal, more for 
an antlered elk, and hunting privileges 
being revoked for 15 years on a first offense. 

At about 9:50 a.m. Saturday, Otsego

County dispatchers received a tip about the 
elk poaching. The information was for- 
warded to conservation officers operating 
the DNR’s Report All Poaching line (800-292- 
7800). 

A Michigan State Police trooper and an 
Otsego County Sheriff’s deputy were able 
to locate the carcass of the elk, the cross- 
bow used to kill the animal and the suspect. 

“Without the public’s help, this case 
might not have been solved,” said Sgt. Mark 
DePew of the DNR. “The information we 
received led to a positive outcome in this in- 
vestigation.” 

Meanwhile, conservation officers are 
continuing their investigation into a No- 
vember elk poaching case in Montmorency 
County. In that incident, two bull elk car-

ORDINANCE NO. 245 


SECOND BY: TIMMONS 


An Ordinance to Amend Part II, Code of Ordinances of the City of East Jordan, by 


adding new Chapter 33, Marihuana 


NOW, THEREFORE, THE CITY OF EAST JORDAN HEREBY ORDAINS: 


Chapter 33 of Part Il of the Code of Ordinances for the City of East Jordan is 
hereby added, to read as follows: 


Chapter 33 


PROHIBITION OF MARIHUANA FACILITIES AND USE 


Section 1 Purpose and Prohibition: 


Purpose. The purpose of this Chapter is to exercise the City of East Jordan’s 
authority to prohibit the establishment or operation of marihuana 
establishments within the City as such facilities are defined in the Michigan 
Regulation and Taxation of Marihuana Act (the "Act"). 


Prohibition. Pursuant to the Act, the City prohibits the establishment or 
operation of any and all categories of marihuana establishments within its 


boundaries. 


Section 2: 


No person shall consume (including smoking) cultivate, distribute, process, sell, or 
display marihuana or marihuana accessories in a building owned or operated by 


the City of East Jordan. 


No person shall consume (including smoking) marihuana in a public place within 
the boundaries of the City of East Jordan, including but not limited to any street, 
sidewalk, highway, alley, park, or parking lot located therein, or the City docks, City 
beaches or Tourist Park Campground area. 


Section 3 Severability: 


The provisions of this ordinance are hereby declared to be severable, and if 
any clause, sentence, word, section or provision is declared void or 
unenforceable for any reason by a court of competent jurisdiction, the 
remaining portions of said ordinance shall remain in force. 


A. 


Section 4 Violation of Ordinance 


A person or other legal entity violating this ordinance is responsible for a municipal 
civil infraction as defined by Michigan law and is subject to a civil fine of not more 
than $500.00, plus costs, which may include all direct or indirect expenses to 
which the City of East Jordan has incurred with regard to the violation. A violator 
of this division shall also be subject to such additional sanctions, remedies, and 
judicial order as are authorized under Michigan law. Each day a violation of this
